The award for the three best plans submitted for the proposed Public Library building •was made last Saturday 


nijrht by >tho jury, cornfrlsins Architects Percy and Pissis and Librarian Kowell of the University off California, The first 
prize of $2,350 was given to Bliss & Faville of San Francisco, tlie second of $400 to Havens & Toepkte of the same place and 
the third prize of 3250 to Bernard R. Mayfteck of Berkeley. 


The first prize carries with it the supervision of'the erection of the structure at 5 per cent fees. 
There were fifty-three pla,ns submitted, and all of them were possessed ot individual merit. The jury,, however, was 


unanimous in its selection of the three plans referred to. 


The vimrins plans comprehend a. structure ot a story and a haM. the main fron'tage of'which will be on Four- 


teenth street, the lot beins-at the southwest corner o£ Fourteenth and Grove streets. The grounfi floor or half story will 
contain the children's departmuntt and the reading room, each 44x52 feet, with lavatories, etc., in the rear. .An open 
driveway is provided .around the rear of the building. The main floor, reached by a. "We a"d imposing staircase direct 
from the street, will contain the book delivery room and the reference room, each 4*=t52 feet, with the book stack yj-oom, 
the librarian's and cataloguer's rooms_lon each side. The arrangements give spacious a™1 splendidly lighted apartments* 
The treatment architecturally is after.the French JRertafssanoe.

ty, Oakland, Cal., April 28.—To the Hon- 
orable Board of Supervisors o£ Alameda 
County, 
Gentlemen—Ketei-rlng 
to your 


request for a report from ni« upon tlie 
letter received by your Honorable Board 
from :the General Superintendent of tho 
State Hospital for the Insane, threaten- 
ing to discharge feeBle minded patients 
from 
the 
Sbaite 
Hospital 
(thosn 
committed from Alameda county) at tin 
early day and Iturn them over to the 
Sheriff of Alameda county for such care 
as he may be directed to Blve thorn by 
your 
Honora'ble Board, I would state 
that, taking the communication serious- 
ly, it would seem to be the duty of your 
Board to take immediate steps to meet 
tho emergency. 
"I know of no law permitting me to re- 
ceive such persons until alter an appli- 
cation for their examination shall have 
been heard in the courts, 
^r 
''Your District A.ttorney will probably, 


better than I can, advise you as t'.) whe- 
ther the State Lunacy Commission can 
compel 
the Sheriff to receive into the 
County 
Jail- , feeble-minded 
persons 
brought from other counties, namely, tho 
counties in which the Sto.te Hospitals *are 
situated. 


"1C the commissioners can a<> so, then 


are they empowered to bring the feeble 
minded persons without 
Ic.iTal pnocess? 


Must not the commissioners re'sort to the 
usual me'th-od provided by law, by appli- 
cation to the courts to have such patients 
committed to the Home for tho Feeble 
Minded? 
"Can adult persons who have been con- 
fined in the State Hospitals for the in- 
sane and whose condition has passed from 
that of insanity to passive weakness of 
intellect, or feeble mindeclness, he com- 
mitted to the Home for the Feeble Mind- 
ed? If not proper subjects for the Home, 
what provisions can be made for them 
and by whoim must they be cared tor? 


"Clearly, to my mind, such persons, 


b^ing- no'longer insane ibut having: become 
feeble minded, they are not proper sub- 
jects for cither the Insane Asylum or the 
Home, for the Iveeble Minded, and logic- 
ally they must be returned to the county 
from which they were sent, .not to 'the 
j:iil of the county, but to soma itisiitutinn 
fit for their detention and care provided 
by the county through its Board of Su- 
pervisors. 


"Considering the fact that most of the 
unfortunates who will be thrown upon 
our care do not re-ally bel'ons here, t»at 
are drifters from the interior of the State 
and trorn other Stutps. th'e burden of car- 
ing- for them would be unjust, unfair and 
intolerable. The same condition applies to 
San Francisco, eind perhaps in greater 
proportion, and 'these facts sugaeit that 
the only fair solution of th;e problem b«- 
flore us is that the State shouid assume 
the care, responsibility and expense of 
the caire of the feeble minded poor. 


"In the meantime. It 'the Lunacy Com- 


mission will not wait until the Legislature 
din bo asked to make the provision sxig- 
gested, then itTvouid seem to be your duty 
to provide at least temporarily flor the 
emergency. Respectfully,
